The Board of Managers of the Zoological Society of 
Philadelphia, submit to the members and loan certificate- 
holders of the Society, this, their third annual report, com- 
prising the operations and business of the Society, from 1st 
of March, 1874, to the Ist of March, 1875.

GEN. JoHN Eaton, of the Department oj the Interior, 
Washington, D. C., and Mr. WitttaM A. ConkKtin, of the 
New York Central Park Menagerie, have been elected corres- 
ponding members, and Pror. E. D. Cops, and Mrs. JAcos 
ARMBRUSTER, of Philadelphia, were elected honorary mem- 
bers. The number of loan holders is 237. 


VISITORS. 


The number of visitors to the Society’s Garden, has ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine expectations of its friends. Although 
the grounds were hardly in a condition to receive the public, 
and although the number of animals then in the Garden, 
was comparatively meagre, yet the Board, as stated in their 
last Report, thought it advisable not to deny to the pub- 
lic, during the season of 1874, whatever attractions 
it then possessed. The result has more than justified 
the wisdom of this policy. The Garden was opened 
_ to the public on the Ist of July, 1874, and from that 
date to the 1st of March 1875, a period of eight months, the 
number of admissions to the Garden has been 227,557. A 
result unparalleled, it is believed, in the history of similar 
institutions. It largely exceeds the whole number of ad- 
missions for the whole twelve months, in each year, of every 
year from the year 1828, the time of its opening, to the year 
1850, (except the years 1831 and 1836,) of the most success- 
ful foreign Garden, that of the London Zoological Society, 
situated in a city having, during that time, a population rang- 
ing from 1,500,000, to over 2,000,000, and perhaps the 
largest floating population of visitors of any city in the 
world. ‘These figures prove beyond a doubt, for how great a 
public want this Society has provided, and how assured is its 
future, as a financial success, and a permanent attraction to 
the city. 


So far, the means of access to the Garden have been lim- 
ited. Exceptin the summer months, by means of the Steam- 
boats on the Schuylkill river, visitors have been obliged to 
walk a short distance to its gates. This, affecting seriously 
women and children, has doubtless operated against our in-

terests. The Passenger Railways will soon run across the 
Girard Avenue Bridge, landing passengers directly at the 
north gate of the Garden, and it is confidently believed that 
at no distant date, communication will be opened by a track 
from the passenger railways running in West Philadelphia, 
via Thirty-fifth street, landing visitors at the southern gate. 
With these additional means of access, the increased attrac- 
tion of the Garden and its collection, and the influx of 
visitors to the coming Centennial Exhibition, it is safe to 
predict a very considerable increase to the numbers of the 
past year.

The managers are glad to say, that out of this large con- 
course of people, there have been but four instances where 
the interference of the police was required to preserve order, 
and maintain the rules of the Garden. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS TO LOAN. 


Since the last report, there has been subscribed to the loan 
of the Society, $100,875. 


The commercial depression of the past year, has doubtless, 
materially affected—as it has all undertakings—our receipts 
from this source. But the managers are confident that, with 
the favorable exhibition of their business and profits which 
the present report shows, the subscribers to their loan will, 
hereafter, be found not merely among public spirited citi- 
zens, but that those who are seeking a good return for their 
capital, will find in the certificates of the loan of this Society 
a sure and profitable investment. The Society pays six 
per cent. in money, and two and a-half per cent. in tickets 
on its certificates of loan. No certificate is issued for less 
than one hundred dollars, and for every investment of two 
hundred dollars, the holder can at his option, have one 
~annual ticket in the name of any person he may name, or 
twenty single tickets of admission. These single tickets af- 
ford to the benevolent, a means of bestowing on the poor, 
recreation and instruction, of which many have availed them- 
selves. The total subscriptions to the loan having, during 
the year, reached the sum of $125,000, the proposition ot 
the trustees of Mr. Alfred Cope’s fund (which was predicated 
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on that sum being raised by other parties), to subscribe $25,000 
to the Society’s loan, on condition that all malt, vinous or 
spirituous Liquors shall be forever excluded from the prem- 
ises occupied by the Society, and that no exhibition of ani- 
mals be given, came before you for consideration. At 
a meeting held on the 2d of November, 1874, you accepted 
the proposition by a vote of 681 in favor, to 18 against it. 
Since that time the proper steps to obtain the alteration 
in your charter necessary to meet the requirements of the 
subscription have been taken. The charter has been duly 
amended by the Court, and before your annual meeting will 
have taken place, Mr. Cope’s liberal subscription will be in 
our hands. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The permanent improvements erected during the past year 
have been important and costly. Chief among them is the 
northern part of a Carnivora house, designed by Messrs. Col- 
lins & Autenreith, including Keeper’s room, north-wing and 
one-half of main building at a cost of $19,320.08. The re- 
maining part of the building is now under contract to be 
completed by 1st of September, 1875. When finished it 
will be 200 feet in length by 38 feet in width, and with out- 
side open air cages, will cost $50,865 93. There have also 
been erected, a barn and store-room, enclosures and houses 
for Bear cubs and Racoons, a Skating House, a temporary 
Restaurant, an Aviary, an Eagle Aviary, Pens for Foxes and 
Wolves, ornamental Shed over Pump, and new Pump; a 
Steamboat Wharf has been built, Deer Paddocks extended 
for Elk, and Rustic House for same; Buffalo House and 
Pens ; three Dams and Swan Pond made on the Creek, and 
a large Lake for Aquatic Fowl and Skating, with an island 
therein. The Boundary Fence has been removed anda new 
fence erected on 35th and 37th streets, and on the north and 
south ends of the Garden. Board walks have been laid from 
steamboat and Ferry Landings, from north Entrance to Car- 
nivora House, and from Carnivora House to Restaurant; from 
Eagle House to Skating House; in 35th street from Penn- 
sylvania Rail Road to south Entrance, and from Girard Ave- 
nue to north Entrance. The drives on 35th and 37th streets 
have been graded from Pennsylvania Rail Road to Girard 
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Avenue, together with Carriage Stand and Hitching-posts put 
up. The north and south ends of Garden have been graded, 
black soiled, manured and made ready for seeding ; vulcanite 
walks and roads, drain and water pipe laid.

The improvements already contracted for, and those contemplated by 
the Board, will absorb all the net receipts of the Garden for the coming 
year, and will also necessitate large additional subscriptions to the Loan of 
the Society. The Board have felt authorized to rely upon future subscrip- 
tions to the Loan, owing to the liberal manner in which subscriptions have 
heretofore been made, and believing that the large net income of the 
Society in its first year’s business, so fully assures prompt payment of the 
interest on the Loan as it becomes due, as to induce further large subscrip- 
tions. 


The net receipts (exclusive of interest charges) of $27,205.14, represent 
a business of only eight months, as the Garden was only opened to the 
public July 1, 1874. 


MEN AGERIE. 
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Since the last report the collection of animals at the Gar- 
den has been increased by the acquisition of many rare, valua- 
ble and expensive specimens. A careful valuation of the 
stock on hand March Ist, 1875, places it at $43,620 99. The 
list hereto annexed in appendix | B |shows in detail the animals 
acquired since last report, and the manner of their acquisition. 


_ There is also a table of losses attached, appendix [C]. Itis the — 


aim of the Managers, not only to afford the public an agreeable 
resort for rational recreation, but by the extent of their collec- 
tion, to furnish the greatest facilities for scientific observation. 
So far as their means allow, they are on the alert to procure all 
desirable specimens of animated nature. The great interest 
which the Society has inspired in Philadelphians abroad, in 
merchants owning vessels trading to foreign ports, and espe- 
cially taken by the Smithsonian Institution, the President 
and the Secretaries of War and the Navy, who have with great 
kindness, issued circular letters in behalf of the Society to 
their officers, has greatly enlarged our means of acquisition 
and lead us to believe that, at no distant day, our collection 
will rival those of the most famous Gardens of Europe. 


As yet the Society has been unable to publish any scientific 
observations, or to establish any system by which the additions 
to scientific information which its collection will surely educe, 
can be given to the world; hereafter, when the completion of 
the grounds, buildings, &e., will leave us the means, 
methods for these purposes, similar to those used by kindred 
societies, will probably be adopted. In the meantime dissec- 
tions valuable to the comparative anatomist and pathologist 
have been made, and notes thereon published, by the Prosector 
of the Society, Dr. Henry C. Chapman, in the procedings of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences, of Philadelphia, for 1874, 
pages 94 and 95, on the Disposition of the Latissimus Dorsi, 
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&e., in Ateles Geoffroyi antl Macacus Rhesus; on the Flexor 
Brevis Digitorum in Ateles Geoffroyi; and on the interesting 
disposition of the blood vessels in the Rete Mirabile in Brady- 
pus Didactylus. 


During the past year James C. Hand, Esq., and our late 
zealous and efficient Secretary, John J. Ridgway, Esq., re- 
signed from the Board, and their places have been filled by 
Messrs. Charles W. Trotter and John Samuel. 


The thanks of the Society are due to the money donors above 
named; to Messrs. Landreth & Son, H. A. Dreer, and Robert 
Buist, of Philadelphia, to Mr. George Such, of South Am- 
boy, N. J., for gifts of plants, flowers, &c., and to Mrs. E. 
A. Garrigues for an English myrtle; to all those named in 
appendix [B] who have presented animals as therein set out, 
and to the Pennsylvania and Union Pacific Railroads, for 
their liberality in the transportation of the Society’s freight. 
All of which is submitted by order of the Board.
